has bien obtained. 
F. G. Edwards, of 


Bucks, is devoting his best efforts to aid Mr. 
Sexton in securing the final passage of the 
bill. One of the campaign arguments used 
by Mr. Edwards' friends was tbat he was a 
''trolley man" and liis election would be an 
important step in securing the trolley privi- 
leges whlBk.tbe people of this section so 
much (lesrfii—and it is gratifying to know 
that the member from Bucks is unrelenting 
in his efforts in behalf of the Bexion bill. 


The opposition to the passage of the bill

WITHIN A V.EW 1'EET 01' A Toll OATIi. 


Much has been said and written during 


the last few years, concerning the miserable 
condition of the Bristol pike, a highway be- 
tween Philadelphia and Trenton that many 
people are compelled to use to rt'ach the 
markets of those two cities, Its dilapidated 
condition is well known to all who have ever 
travelled over it, and the wonder is that those 
persons who are compelled to use it habitu- 
ally have quietly submitted to Ihc exacting 
of loll for the privilege of .driving over the 
stones aud into tlie ruts .which abound 
throughout its entire length. 


The road has had little or no repairs put 


upon it for years. It is gradually becoming 
worse and recently tin incident occurred 
within a few feet of the toll gate at Andalu- 
sia that, should put the blush upon the man- 
agers of ihe pike. 
Af'that point two weeks 


.ago J. S. Horsey, a driver for David .Carrick 
& Co., of Philadelphia, got bib team stuck in 
the mud along side the car track. 
He 


worked with them for quile a while but the 
horses aud wagon kept .sinking deeper and 
deeper all the time until the h'orses. were in 
the mud up to their bellies and the wagon 
was down to the floor and could not be 
budged. 
Horsey was thoroughly scared and 


telegraphed for T. C. Carriak, a member of 
the firm. 


After a number of men hud worked with 


the horses they were at last, extricated from 
the mire. 
The wagon was worked wiih :ill 


that afternoon and could not be moved. Four 
strands of inch rope attached to a trollo:y car 
were broken three or four times and slill the 
wngou was immovable.

A CONSPIRACY REVEALED. 


JOSEPH SPECTOE, OF BRISTOL, FAlSELT AC- 


CUSED—THE COKSPIRATOBS DISAPPEAR. 


A conspiracy that ought to arouse the in- 


dignation of every citizen of this couuty was 
revealed In the Uoyleslown court room on 
Tuesday. The viclim of it is Joseph Spector, 
of Bristol, a young Jew, who was sentenced 
to two years in the county jail at March teW 
of court, after having been convicted of an 
attempt to commit rape. The prosecuti-ix in 
the case was Emma Weber, a half-bred 
Jewess, who, after failing Jo blackmail Spec- 
ial's father, sworeawuy tho liberty and good 
name of the sou. The couit aud the law 
were also the muocent viciiius oi the con- 
spirators in that they were invoked to aiu 
them iu their dastaidly work. Spector is 
still in jail, where he will remain ior two 
months, while the girl und her lover, who 
was also involved in the matter, have fled. 
In the iuierest ol justice alone every eBoit 
should be made to capture tuern. 


Joseph Spector is a youug Jew wlio ped- 


dled goods from his father's store iu the 
neighborhood contiguous to Bustol. Emtua 
Weber was a clerk in a store iu the same 
town, the proprietor of which was also a 
Jew.

pector even denied that he had ever been 
u her company, aud had it not been for this 
act he might have -been at liberty today, 
teputable witnesses testified that the couple

[uestion, aud pethaps tipector, with the fear 
f couvicliou couiroutiug him, did deuy too 
much. 


There was considerable talk about the case

Spector's guilt.

sou & Jaiues was employed by Speclor'i 
ather, and au iuquny iuto the whole matter 
was begun.

It is a very difficult proWem to ascer- 


tain the nu:menc_l superiority of lyd- 
dite over other explosives. It is certain- 
ly six times more powerful than nitro- 
glyceric, which in turn isat least eight 
times more powerf.nl than the same 
weight of prmpowder 
Farther, all ex- 


perience chows tbat its effect', j,,. spread 
over a much greater area thnn in the 
case of nitio^lycerin or dynamite, 
which are intensely local in their ac- 
tion. It has been frfquently erroneous- 
ly stated that lyddite or melinite may 
be used as a stibstitnte for cordite or 
gunpowder m propelling a projectile. 
Such could not be the c;iee, however, as 
the; explosion takes place eo rapidly 
that the chamber of the gnn would be 
inevitably shattered. 
..'. • 


Probably one.of the greatest advan- 


tages of lyddite is its absolute safety to 
handle, which-we can realize when we 
recall its use in the arts for over,a cen- 
tury without its powers being even sns- 
p«cted. In this respect, combined with 
its superlative destructive capacities, 
lyddite approaches an ideal explosive 
for shells, and it is safe to predict that 
it will play an extremely important 
part in the great military operations of 
the future.—Chambers' Journal.

the Latin for a stalk is stipnlatio, 
whence naturally comes "stipulation." 


In medieval times the presentation 


of a stalk cf corn was a sign of service 
and faith. So, too, at hiring fairs in 
later times servants wishing to be hired 
carried a straw in their months. And in 
the dayswlien unscrupulous persons de- 
liberately hired themselves out to liti- 
gants to give any evidence that was 
wanted, thfiy wore straws in their shoes, 
from which custom we have the saying 
"man of straw"—a person of no mate- 
rial or moral worth. The horse with 
straw plait«d in his mane and tail is 
perhaps-the last surviving instance of 
the significance of straw as implying or 
binding a contract.

The Evolution of the Steamship. 
When it seemed that the limit had 


about been reached with wrought iron 
as the main reliance of the designer, 
mild steel had been so perfected as to 
enable progress to be maintained. The 
large boilers necessary to withstand the 
high pressures and furnish the power 
for high speeds would have been im 
possible but for mild steel, and the same 
thing is true of-tha moving parts of the 
engine. It may be noted also that work- 
manship had improved, and the use of 
antifriction metals for bearings, com- 
bined with this improved workmanship, 
enabled the high rotational speed to be 
carried out with safety and reliability. 


The machinery of Vv'ampanoag. de- 


signed in 1805, was so heavy that only 
3.24 
i. h. p. per ton of machinery was 


obtained. The San Francisco, one of the 
earliest of the. modern cruisers of the 
Dnited States navy in which advantage 
was taken of all the factors for rechic- 
tion of .weight, obtained 10.03 i. h. p. 
ton of machinery.—Commodore G. W.
